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A Crowded Half Minute

No matter liow many exciting ex¬ 
periences an aviator may have had it 
is a fact that if he continues to fly 
he will meet with another that will 
be more exciting than all the rest. 
Lieut. Frank Vickers, who had been 
an instructor for four years, found 
that out when he waS teaching 
Cadet George Fuller. 

Six feet two inches in his stocking 
feet, Fuller, with the face of a vik¬ 
ing, was a splendid-looking fellow 
physically. And lie was as intellii 
gent as he was strong, lor in addition 
to having won his letter at four dif¬ 
ferent sports at one of the state univ¬ 
ersities he had been graduated with 
high honors.

Put the nose 
below the horizon. That's good. 
Now leave it there; we are not going 
fust enough. Now back— steady, 
boy—you are upside down now. 
Pull the stick into your stomach— 
quick! Throttle the motor—wake up! 
Close the throttle and pull out of 
that dive!” 

The aeroplane was pointed straight 
toward the earth; Fuller had not 
tried to briug it to a level position 
Vickers hitnself snapped the throt¬ 
tle shut. “Pullout of that dive,” 
he continued. “Back on your stick 
now.” The aeroplane was graining 
tremendous speed. “Back. I say!" 

Intending to correct the cadet, lie 
laid his hand on the control stick. 
“Come out of that—” 

The instructor’s voice died away 
in astpnishment; the stick was as 
firm as a rock. Seizing the stout 
hickory rod in l oth hands, he gave 
it a strong pull.

DIVINE RESTORATION OP HEAR¬ 
ING. 

We have had several pupils taken 
to Kansas City to have their hear¬ 
ing and speech restored by “divine 
healing.” We have letters from se 
veral other parents desiriug to take 
deaf boys or girls out of eobool to 
this evangelist, who claim by the 
peonliar power of his faith and his 
prayers aDd his ability to induce 
faith in others to be able to secure 
divine restoration of hearing to 
deaf people and of sight to blind 
people. 

Iu 30 years experience with somo 
thousands of deaf young people, we 
have known like olaima anti promises 
to be made again aud again, but 
when the excitement of the meeting 
was all over aud “diviue healer” 
had departed for other fields, the 
deaf were still deaf and the blind 
were still blind. 

The supreme love, the divine 
hopes of the mothers of these 
afflicted children bad been subjected 
to a cruel test and a bitter dis 
appointment. Each new bealer is 
of oonree different from all the 
otbeis, yet the deaf still remain deaf 
and the blind still remain blind. 

One hesitates to mention these 
cold facts in the faoe of the pro¬ 
found faith, the tremendous hope 
that breathes through the letters or 
shiuee in the faoe of thoee who come 
in person to take their children to 
the divine healer, the uewest and 
latest one. 

What a wonderful thing it would 
be If one of these diviue healers 
would come directly to a great 
school for the deaf aud there de¬ 
monstrate his power to iuduoe such 
faith as wonld bring about divine 
and miraculous restoration of hear¬ 
ing eveu to ten students out of a 
hundred. What more Christlike 
mot could be perform than to seek 
out the afflioateti aud go where they 
are gathered together and there 
briug to them a heavenly relief. 

But we have never known a 
divine healer lo oome near a school 
for the deaf or the blind. What 
is the explanation of this strange 
fact? Why should the bealer ask 
and expect that deaf children 
should be brought several hundred 
miles to him? Certainly a single 
child restored to hearing aud speech 
iu a large school would briug about 
faitb, unlimited and supreme in all 
the real. Thus the opportunities 
for arousing faith and demostra'.ing 
its power are well nigh perfect. 
Yet the divine healer invariably 
stays far away. 

On the other baud when deaf 
children are taken out of school at 
heavy expense, their precious 
schooling interrupted for mouths or 
possibly ended, their hearing unim¬ 
proved, and their religious faitb 
somewhat severely sbakeu by dis¬ 
appointed hopes, have they not anf- 
feted a rather cruel grievous wrong 
beoause of the talk and promises of 
the divine heater? 

We understand from an exchauge 
that a “ divine healer" recently de¬ 
parted from the State of Washiug- 
tou after eelleotiug $l7,OOo from the 
faithful, aud having created corres¬ 
ponding amount of excitement and 
hope among the deaf, the bliud, 
aud others hoping fur a wonderful 
enre. A $100,000 wonld have Been 
little enough, if he eould have made 
good as to the hopes he aroused— 
only to disappoiut. Bot in fact he 
has doue more harm than good to 
the religions faitb or the deaf.— E.

Oue of tlie largest attended 
meetings of the Clerc Literary

P. Walker, Esq., of Morrisville, Pa., 
opposite Treuton, N. J., paid the 
Assooiatiou a visit in response to an 
iuvitation extended him by his old 
friencs here. Mr. Walker’s subject 
was " A Retrospect” and proved to 
be a delightful talk of olden limes. 
Quite a few of his former pupils 
were on hand to greet him on this 
eveuiug, among whom were Messrs. 
William Lee, James T. Young, 
William H. Lipsett, James S. 
Reider, aud Greeusbury Wauiugtou 
aud these were especially pleased 
by the reminiscent talk. Mr. 
Walker was boru in Philadelphia, 
and after graduating from the 
Philadelphia High School for Boys, 
was sent to New Yoik to begiu a 
business career. However, his 
natural love for his home city, soon 
induced him to return to it ; and one 
day, while still undecided what to 
do to eke out a living, he chanced 
to meet Mr. Thomas Burnside, oue 
of the teachers of the Peuusylvauia 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
who urged him to apply fora posi 
tion as teacher as the time was 
favorable, oue of the teachers, Mr. 
Evans, having just died aud left a 
vacaucy. The idea of becoming a 
teacher of the deaf was utterly 
novel to him, having never met a 
deaf mute before, uor heard of the 
number of deaf mutes existing in 
the city or State , aud, altho doubt¬ 
ful of securing the position, he sent 
in his application aud iu due time 
he was notified of his appointment 
by the theu Principal, Abraham B. 
Hutton. Mr. Walker remarked 
hat it was the first aud last letter 
lie had received from Mr. Hutton, 
who had died a very short time after 
his appointment. Aitho having other 
opportunities to obtain a more 
remuueiative position than that of 
teaching the deaf iu bis lime, he 
preferred to stick it out, chosiug 
ouly the practice of law as a side 
liue to pass his spare hours in. He 
taught in Philadelphia for almost 
forty years, when he was appoiuted 
Superintendent of the New Jersey 
School for the Deaf, which positiou 
he held uulil his retirement about 
a half dozen years ago to make way 
for a younger mau. 

We desire it understood that Mi. 
Walker did not, in his iecluie and 
subject above quoted, say all these 
things about himself, but inu«b oi 
it is from our own iutimate know¬ 
ledge of our frieud and former 
teacher. 

Few kuow, exoept his former 
pupils aud persoual friends, how 
Mr. Walker lias befriended the deaf 
in his time. Auy mau who devotes 
| life time to the education of tlie 
deaf is a rare aud good “find,” 
worthy of oui best gratitude aud 
sinoere respect. Such an oue ia Mr. 
Walker. As uoted above, he stuck 
it out duriug the greater part of his 
life aud then only made way for a 
youuger man. Aud uow, although 
he may soon tarn the 73d milestone 
of his useful life, lie seems to have 
lost none of his old time iuterest in 
the deaf. They still go to him in 
time of need, especially in matters 
of law, and lie seems ever ready to 
help them. Truly, "a friend iu 
need ia a frieud indeed.” Mr. 
Walker has defended aud aided a 
number of deaf persons in court 
cases in his time. A remark that 
has long been attributed to him is 
that lie is always glad to ohatupiou 
any deaf-mute against a hearing 
person iu a law daae, but he will not 
side with one deaf party against hii 
other deaf party. Whether Mr. 
Walker recalls this remark or not 
be has never been kuowu to have 
done otherwise 

Many little instances of Mr 
Walker’s kiudness to the deaf 
throughout his long career, his 
geniality aud sodiabliuesa among 
them, and his interest and helpful 
ueas to them might lie cited here 
hut we have already brauclied off 
more from the maiu aubject than 
we intended to, yet, wo hope, not 
unworthily. 

Mr Walker’s autiject at this leo 
lure tempted us to run away as we 
did above; but now, really, it was 
surprising to see him strike off ade 
livery, the style of whioh befitted 
man twenty or thirty years youuger 
titan he ia 

At no point in the leoturedid hi 
delivery belie his advancing years 
indeed, be appeared as lucid, as 
graphic aud as sprightly as he has 
always beeu known to lie. Being 
suol) an excellent sign talker, it 
may easily be iinagiued that he 
held the closest attention of his 
audience, which vigorously ap 
plauded him at the close, adding a 
rising vote of thanks

near as the millennium. So why 
worry about the method or methods 
to be used in a future so far distant ? 

If the majority of the donors of 
the Gallaudet Memorial Fund nre 
not in favor of a building, then the 
fund might be used to endow free 
scholarships for ambitions girls and 
boys who are financially unable to 
meet the college expenses. 

A building or the establishment of 
scholarships is the only use that 
should be made of this fund. 

While I am in deep sympathy 
with old broken dowu teachers, who 
have not been able to save enough 
to supply themselves with comforts 
iu their old age, I am not in favor 
of the Gallaudet Memorial Fund be¬ 
ing used for this purpose. The col¬ 
lege instructors should be paid ade¬ 
quate salaries, and those who, as 
Mr. Mueller says, “are forced by 
old age, sickness, physical incapa¬ 
city, or other adverse circumstances 
to retire to private life,” should be 
pensioned. There should, however, 
be a pension fund for this purpose, 
not the Gallaudet Memorial Fund. 

A large majority of the deaf who 
attended the college, and received 
board and tuition free of charge, 
should take Into consideration the 
fact that hearing atudents in their 
colleges have to pay board and tui¬ 
tion ; in consquence, they should 
contribute to the Fund to show their
